A reduction to funding for the Village Public Safety Program (VPSO) is based on actual program expenditures in FY17 through FY19 year to date, this does 
not change the function or outcomes of the program in any way. 

The VPSO program has historically had significant lapse due primarily to unfilled VPSO positions and has long had difficulty recruiting and retaining 
VPSOs. In FY17 and FY18 the VPSO program lapsed more than $3 million in each year and expects a similar lapse amount for FY19 due to the ongoing 
vacancies and turnovers. As of the end of June, 2019, 17 of the 55 authorized VPSO positions (31%) were vacant. This veto will reduce the number of 
authorized positions to 47 with a vacancy of 9 (or 19%) for FY20.
